Last year’s schedule, delivered in ice boxes, was $3 per ton. 
This 


year, as per contracts already accepted— or rather solicited— the price is 


$2 per ton. 


This is a most encouraging circumstance. 
The cause of it is 
plain 


The men who compose the ice trust, after reading the arguments of The 


Tribune supporting the contention that in violation 
of 
law 
they were 


leagued to maintain extortionate prices, have repented of this wrong and 


have determined to do the right thing. 
W e congratulate them upon the 


fine sense of honor that prompted this magnanimous step. 


Strange to relate, there are people in this city so devoid of capacity 


for appreciation of monopolistic humanity as t question the genuineness 


of this generous action on the part of the ice trust. 
They say there must 


be “Something behind it.*’ 
Some of them suggest that it is fear of prose­ 


cution that actuated the magnates in their sudden change of front. Others 


believe that a circumstance not yet known to the public must have been 


responsible 
Anyway, they refuse to believe that there is in the veins of 


the ice trust that last year demanded not less than 300 per cent profit, any 


of the milk of human kindness so apparently responsible for the liberality 


that is being shown. 


W e regret the pessimism of these people.
